A rthur W. Radford, re tir­ 
ed ch airm an of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, delivered the bluntest warn 
ing. 
Tho alternative to the size of 
the military aid program

by the adm inistration is for the 
I nitod States to increase its own 
defense strength and draft more 
men so that “ nearly every able 
bodied young m an of military age 
would spend several years of his 
life in military service overseas.

For display purposes, the 
hospital is transported in a cara­ 
van of two trucks and one passen­ 
ger car for personnel. 
The Federal Civil Defense Ad­ 
ministration, through the Illinois

These hospital units are stored 
in sealed boxes at various loca­ 
tion*.

The d ag g er—called a kris—was 
stolen S aturday from 
the ap art 
m ent of an 
Indonesian consular 
official. 
The official. Koesmartono 
Praw otoadikoesoem o. deputy chief 
of the supply mission attached to 
the Indonesian consul gen eral’s of­ 
fice. said the dagger's lft-inchblade 
had been bathed in poisonous herbs 
by a Hindu holy man. 


Ju s t a slight cut from the blade 
could be fatal, the consular offi­ 
cial said . 


The 
dagger, 
valued 
at $3,000. 
has been in the Prawotoadikoesoe 
mo family for generations, he said 
The elaborately fashioned knife and 
its scab bard were fashioned by a 
monk in the mountains of Java, 


“ It is very bad luck to steal 
one of th em .” Prawotoadikoesoe 
mo said. 
T he 
consular official 
.said 
the 
dagger, sheathed in a gold-cover 
ed teakwood scabbard, was tak 
en from a d resser draw er, along 
with $6.70 in cash 
It is custom 
arily 
worn 
on 
formal 
occasions 
and at the Indonesian court, he 
said, adding th at he wore it when 
he and Mrs. Prawotoadikoesoem o 
w ere m arried. 
The kris is sent each year to the 
Hindu holy m an who bathes the 
blade in a solution of poisonous 
herbs, roots and sulphur. This has 
not been done, however, since Mr 
P raw otoadikoesoem o arrived here 
three y ears ago.
